Bible teaches both by precept 
and example that people should 
be filled with the Holy Ghost. 
There are two things specially 
noticeable about this expression. 
Like an empty vessel the person 
to be filled is capable of holding 
the Holy Ghost when He comes 
in, and that He is capable of 
filling that which is empty. On 
the day of Pentecost they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost: 
Like the sponge that is dipped 
in water; like the vessel filled 
with water or other substance, 
men and women are filled with 
the Holy Ghost: 


of anything that has more sa- 
credness about it than the Holy 
Ghost and Jesus. And I am 
sure people will never become 
too intimately acquainted with 
either one of these divine per- 
sonages. 


It was a common thing in 
the days of the Apostles to 
speak of being filled with the 
Holy Ghost- The wonderful ex- 
perience that came to the fol- 
lowers of Jesus was spoken of 
afterwards by the narrator in 
these terms—‘“they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost:” This 
was said of one hundred and 
twenty humble followers of Je- 
sus after they had really been 
filled with Him on that great 
and wonderful day. 


Now when we consider that 
the Holy Ghost is the third per- 
son in the Trinity it becomes 
more wonderful to us. Stop for 
one moment and reflect. God 
the Holy Ghost, as a substance 
to fill a vessel, fills the human 
body. As water fills every part 
ofa sponge so the Holy Ghost 
saturates and fills every part of 
& person. They were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost. The old 
life has departed and the new 
life comes in. Again I say, this 
is wonderful! 


Long before Pentecost as des- 
cribed at Acts 2 an Angel came 
to one Zacharias and told him 
he should have a son, and he 
should “call his name John” and 
that John should be “filled with 
the Holy Ghost.’’ Then even be- 
fore John was born, when Mary 
the mother of Jesus, visited 
Elisabeth the mother of John, 
“Elisabeth was filled with the 
Holy Ghost.”

“There is a river, the streams 
whereof shall make glad the 
city of God, the holy place of 
the tabernacles of the most 
High.” (Psa. 46:4.)
